Tuesday from a high of 34 degrees and 
at one point dropped Il degrees within 
at one point dropped 11 degrees within 
an hour. It continued to fall during the 
evening and night hours and by 
midnight was 4. The mercury hit the 
zero mark at 2 a.m. and continued its 
downward trend

A rash of accidents, most of them 
minor, resulted from the ice-covered 
highways and were so numerous during 
the rush hour that police were running 
several hours behind in making calls. 

‘At one point, state police of Ilinois 
and Missouri both advised motorists in- 
volved in accidents that if there were no 
injuries and their cars were driveable, 
they should exchange information and 
go on their way as it would be hours 
before police could answer calls. 

Public and parochial schools in the 
area were closed because of the cold 
and the fact the buses had a difficult 
time on ice-covered roads. Schools 
were closed in Granite City, Venice and 
Madison, and since Thursday-Abraham 
Lincoln’s birthday-is a school holiday, 
they will remain closed until Friday. 


Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville was closed as was Scott Air 
Force Base near O’Fallon in St. Clair 
County which limited activities to 
essentials. 

Street Department crews in Granite 
City, Madison and Venice worked 
throughout Monday and Tuesday nights 
to- keep streets open as much as 
possible.

$20 million conversion job propose 


A plan to convert the present 
Lansdowne sewage treatment plant to 
secondary sewage treatment at an 
estimated cost of $20 million is under 
consideration by the Metro-East 
Sanitary District, Walter ‘‘Shang”’ 
Greathouse of Granite City, president 
of the district board, told the Press 
Record yesterday 

Greathouse said a study of the 
district's plan is awaiting a letter from 
the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency at Springfield concerning its 
requirements for such a conversion 
proposal. The letter, he said, has been 
mailed by James Leinecke of the EPA 
who attended a meeting a week ago in 
which the proposal was suggested. 

Horner & Shifrin, consulting 
engineers for the sanitary district, said 
a study of the conversion will require 
about 60 days. Fast action is required, 
Greathouse said, because all EPA 
funding is scheduled to expire in 1982. 
The district would expect about 75

Nameoki rejects part 
of bill as ‘too high’

At the Nameoki Town Board meeting 
Monday night, the board decided that it 
would pay only $700 of the $1,399 bill 
received from Universal Research 
Corp., for 50 bags (two tons) of calcium 
chloride ice-melting pellets as they feel 
that the bill is too high. 

Responding to the board's rejection 
of the entire amount of the bill, High- 
way Commissioner Frank Mehelic 
stated, “I don’t think you can do it. It is 
an honest bill. Other areas have paid 
more. It (the calcium chloride) was or- 
dered in July, delivered to us in Novem- 
ber, and presented to us in good faith. 
You've got me uptight about this. I 
don’t approve of this.”” 

Research indicates that the calcium 
chloride pellets could have been bought 
for $10.40 a bag ($520 for 50 bags) from 
Industrial Soap, or $11.77 a bag 
($588.50) from G.S. Robins. Mehelic 
paid $27.99 a bag, records show. The 
board agreed to. approve payment of $14 
abag. 


Mehelic contends that all he has to do 
is take the bill to County Highway 
Superintendent Lester Miller for ap- 
proval. ‘‘If the bill isn’t paid in 20 days, 
the board (members) will lose their 
bonds,” Mehelic contended. 

Supervisor Harold Davis responded, 
“After four years as highway com- 
missioner, he still doesn’t know the dif- 
ference between a budget and cash 
flow. It is not fair to the taxpayers to 
pay a bill that is not just and you can 
quote me. All he had to do was pick up a 
phone (to check other prices),’’ Davis 
added. 

The board’s attorney, Irvin C. Slate 
Jr., chose not to comment on the issue. 

Several members of the audience 
supported Mehelic’s position and said 
they feel he has done a good job as the 
township’s highway commissioner. 
They accused board members of at- 
tempting to discredit Mehelic for 
political reasons, since Davis is running 
against Mehelic for highway com- 
missioner in the April 7 election 

Approximately 25 persons attended 
the meeting.

The sewer district already has ex 
pended most ofthe $691,000 it borrowed 
in September from the county's high- 
way funds and requested the additional 
money from the working cash fund, un- 
til the EPA releases its final payment

Care of baby’s teeth 
needs to begin early

You should be concerned 
about the proper care of your 
children’s teeth by the time 
they are two years of age. 
Right? Wrong! You should 
be concerned about your 
children’s teeth before they 
are even born no later 
than two months after 
conception 

A baby’s teeth begin to 
grow when the fetus is only 
eight weeks old 

Tooth forming cells, like 
all the other specialized cells 
of the body, are noufished by 
the food you eat during 
pregnancy 

Your blood must supply 
the nutrients to build strong 
teeth, strong jaw bones and 
healthy gums. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health urges you to 
see your dentist as soon as 
you know that you are 
pregnant 

You need to know what 
foods to eat in order to 
supply nourishment not only 
for your unborn baby but 
also for yourself so that the 
tissues of your mouth do not 
suffer. 

Your dentist can, advise 
you about what foods to eat 
and the quantity needed to 
supply adequate amounts of 
vitamins A, C and D. Some 
vitamins, if taken in too 
large a quantity, can be toxic 
to your system 


Minerals, especially 
calcium and phosphorous, 
are particularly important to 
the healthy formation of the 
dentin and enamel layers of 
your baby’s teeth 

By the time your baby is 
born, the formation of the 
tooth is almost complete. 
Only the enamel layer of the 
primary teeth continues to 
form after birth. 

The enamel layer provides 
protection for the tooth. But 
enamel is also subject to 
destruction. 

Denists and physicians are 
now aware of an enamel- 
destroying hazard known as 
“nursing bottle caries.” 

The practice of putting 
your baby to bed with a 
bottle of citrus juice, for- 
mual or soft drink can result 
in prolonged acid and sugar 
contact with the teeth 

When the baby is asleep, 
saliva flow decreases. If the 
bottle remains in the mouth, 
there is not enough saliva to 
neutralize the juice acidity of 
sugary liquids, and this leads 
to erosion of tooth enamel 

To avoid nursing bottle 
caries, citrus juices, milk, 
formula and drinks con- 
taining sugar should be fed 
from a bottle while the baby 
is in an upright position, or 
from a cup at an appropriate 
age 

If your child needs’ bottle 
at bedtime for comfort, 
dentists recommend that you 
fill it with cool water.

When Andy Fingerhut isn’t 
bounding the halls with his 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville classmates. 
he can most likely be founc 
ina sixth grade classroom at 
State Park Elementary 
School in the Collinsville 
district, 

That’s right, The 11-year- 
old boy is not’ only handling 
his regular sixth grade wor! 
with ease, but also is taking 
two college level courses as 
well. 

His day goes something 
like this. He attends classes 
at State ,Park Place, 
Nameoki Township, in the 
morning, with his father 
picking him up at the school 
between 11 and 11:15 a.m. 
“We pack a sack lunch and 
Andy eats it on the way to the 
campus,” John Fingerhut 
said. 

Classes at the univesity 
begin with college algebra at 
11:30 a.m., followed by 
biology at 12:30.

Tremors shake State Police post 


By JUDY TAPLIN 

Radio transmissions were 
temporarily shut down and 
six communications room 
employees were evacuated 
‘at; the Illinois State Police 
District 11 headquarters in 
Maryville last .week when 
tremors Shook the south 
section of the building 

Since there were no ear? 
thquakes reported in the St 
Louis area last Thursday, 
District Commander Glenn 
Huffman said it is logical to 
assume that the tremors — 
three or four in a one-hour 
period — were related to the 
mine subsidence that has 
plagued the headquarters 
building for the past nine 
months: 

The state's 
sidence Rapid 
Team arrived at the 
headquarters building 
Friday to determine if the 
tremors had caused 
movement of a nearby radio 
tower, and a state official 
said the tremors could speed 
up a decision on whether or 
not to relocate the District 11 
headquarters. 

The first tremor occurred 
at 2:05 p.m. Thursday. A 
dispatcher in the radio room 
said the first thing he did was 
call the National Weather 
Service in St. Louis. 

“Has there been an 
thquake reported?” 
asked. The answer was no. 

Between 2:05 and 3:05 
p.m,, there were “about 
three more tremors,’’ 
Huffman told a ‘reporter. 
“We moved people out of the 
radio’ room at about 3:30." 

(The radio room is only 
several feet,from the 350-foot 
high state police tower.) 

Huffman and several other 
state police officials stayed 

> in the radio room from 3:05 
until 5 p.m. After’ there had 
been no additional tremors 
in that time period, radio 
transmissions resumed at 
the District 11 headquarters. 

Huffman said the radio 
tower and both the inside and 
outside of the building were 
thoroughly checked but that 
no signs of fresh subsidence 
damage could be found 

Huffman said three other 
state police districts — at 
Litchfield) DuQyoin and 
Effingham — took over radio 
transmissions for District 11 
during ‘the time the com- 
munications room was shut 
down. There was no in- 
terruption in service, he 
said. 

Since last May, when the 
first mine subsidence was 
spotted, ihe headquarters 
building in Maryville has 
had ‘‘a Jot of pops and 
cracks,” Huffman said. But 
the tremors were something 
new. 

Henry Cooley, executive 
assistant io Illinois State 
Police Sup!. R. J. Miller, 
said the tremors have given 
a sense of urgency to a 
decision on whether or not to 
relocate’ the District 11 
headquarters elsewhere. 

Cooley said the rapid 
response team, which is 
under juridsiction of the 
state Abandoned Mined 
Lands Reclamation Council, 
will conduct drilling to 
determine the extent of, and 
the changes in, the mine 
subsidence “‘trough’’ that

lies under the headquarters 
building. 

The drilling is expected to 
cost as much as $50,000, he 
said 

Cooley said a final analysis 
by the rapid respone team 
will determine wheth the 
headquarters will relocate 
He said he believed some 
action would be taken in the 
near future 

“Because of governmental 
red tape, it takes a certain 
amount of time to get these 
things done. I just hope 
something doesn't happen 
before th Cooley said 

But he hastened to add that 
the situation as it now exists 
does not appear to pose any 
danger to those working in 
the headquarters building. 
He noted that a check of the 
radio tower after the 
tremors revealed no 
movement 

Huffman, too, does 
believe there is cause 
alarm, at this point 
building and tower 
monitored daily: for 
changes, he noted. 

Regardless of whether the 
headquarters remains in its 
present location or is moved 
the radio tower will be taken 
down 

Its dismantling, originall: 
scheduled for early la 
week, was expected to begin 
this week,| according * to 
Huffman. 

Use of the tower ended two 
weeks ago, he said, after 
equipment was moved to 
Hamel and SIUE. 

‘The change has not and 
will not produce any  in- 
terruption in service, Huff- 
man said. There have been 
some noise level problems, 
but the strength of the state 
police radio signal has ac- 
tually improved in some 

he added 

‘A consultant for the rapid 
response team, contacted by 
Huffman, said the tremors 
may have been caused by a 
widening of the subsidence 
trough, by a ‘‘soil creep" 
(soil settling into the trough) 
or by settlement of the 
building itself 

With effects of the mine 
subsidence continuing to 
show up, at least one state 
police official believes 
relocation is inevitable 
Huffman does not hold this 
view, although he 
acknowledges that the 
subsidence is probably more 
stable now, with frost in the 
ground, than it will be this 
spring. 

The subsidence was first 
noticed last May 12 when a 
three-quarter-inch gap 
appeared in a wall of the 
communications lab. The 
shift commander’s wall 
moved an inch to the west 
Cracks appeared in the 
asphalt parking lot outside 

From June-to July last 
year, the width of some of 
the structural separations 
doubled 

Geologist Robert Gibson of 
the rapid response team 
found that three inches of 
ground movement under the 
building had occurred 
between mid-May and July. 

Last summer, special 
supports were put on the 
tower and metal braces and 
wood planks were used to 
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shore up a wall of the 
headquarters building 

‘The subsidence appears to 
be working its way slowly 
into other areas of the 
building 

A long. crack, ap- 
proximately an inch and a 
half in width, extends across 
the floor of the lobby, and the 
floor’s surface is no longer 
level. Other cracks have

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Quad-Cities fortunately are not ‘Fort Apache,’ but 
nation must take more effective steps to deter crime 


“Fort Apache, the Bronx,” a 
controversial new motion picture about 
street crime, could never have been 
entitled Granite City or Madison or Venice 
or Pontoon Beach or Mitchell. 

The local community has been blessed 
with better than average crime control, 
thanks not only to its law enforcement 
officers but also to the public’s 
cooperation. This week’s news, for 
example, includes a report of Kirkpatrick 
Homes residents pursuing and thwarting a 
pair of thieves. 

The “Fort Apache’ theme recalls the 
era when U. S. soldiers manned outposts 
deep within Indian territory, providing 
oases in a desert of danger to Americans’ 
lives and property. 

It is contended that, in 1981, some New 
York police stations still are situated in the 
midst of a “‘hostile country,” filled with 
vandalized and fire-gutted buildings, 
dilapidated dwellings that remain in use, 
frightened and uncooperative citizens, and 
many vicious law violators. Children and 
the elderly play and socialize on the 
sidewalk in front of a typical district police 
headquarters because it is the only truly 
safe area available to them. 

The problem is real in many 
communities, not merely a product of 
movie producers’ imagination. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger of the United 
States Supreme Court spoke out on the 
subject this week (Feb. 8) in an address to 
the American Bar Association at Houston. 

Burger urged: 

—Hold most criminal trials within weeks 
of the arrest. 

Release on bail only those accused 
criminals deemed not dangerous, based on 
the seriousness of the charged crime and 
their past record. 

LGive appellate court priority to 
appeals filed within eight weeks of a 
conviction. 

After a defendant’s appeal of 
conviction has failed, limit subsequent 
appeals to claims of miscarriage of 
justice. 

—Use prisons to rehabilitate, mainly 
through education in reading, writing and 
a useful skill. 

—Provide generous use of probation for 
first-time non-violent offenders, with swift 
revocation if the probation terms are 
violated. 

Burger voiced concern that the 
educational system has ‘‘virtually 
eliminated the teaching of the values of 
integrity, truth, personal accountability 
and respect for others’ rights.”” 

He also argued that the nation’s criminal 
justice system ‘‘at every stage cries out 
for change.” He contended Americans are 
faced with a ‘‘reign of terror,’’ nourished 
by exaggerated concern for the rights of 
defendants and insufficient regard for the 
rights of.victims and potential victims. 

“Cri and the fear of crime have 
permeated the fabric of American life, 
damaging the poor and minorities even 
more than the affluent,” the top-ranking 
U.S. judge said. 

‘We are approaching the status of an 
impotent society whose capability of 
maintaining security on the streets, in 
schools and for the homes of people is in 
doubt. There were more criminal killings 
in 1980 among the 650,000 residents of 
Washington, D. C., than among the 12 
million residents of Sweden and Denmark. 

“And Washington is not unique. From 
New York City to Los Angeles to Miami, 

4 the story on the increase in violent crime 


from 1970 to 1980 is much the same. As a 
part of the criminal justice system, the 
courts must share the blame. 

“To change this melancholy picture will 
call for spending more money than we 
have ever before devoted to law 
enforcement. Even this will be for naught 
if we do not reexamine our judicial 
process and philosophy with respect to 
finality of judgments. 

“The search for perfect justice has led 
us on a course found nowhere else in the 
world. 

“A true miscarriage of justice, whether 
20, 30 or 40 years old, should always be 
open to review. But the judicial process 
becomes a mockery of justice if it is 
forever oven to appeals and re-trials of 
errors in the arrest, search or trial.”” 

Although libertarians responded quickly 
with a defense of procedural safeguards 
against illegal governmental activity, 
Burger spoke out sharply against the 
exclusionary rule and other legal doctrines 
that ban criminal convictions when 
mistakes, even technical ones, are 
committed by police or judges. 

He asked, “Is a society redeemed if it 
provides massive safeguards for accused 
persons—including pre-trial freedom for 
most crimes, defense lawyers at public 
expense, trials, appeals, re-trials, and 
more appeals almost without end—and yet 
fails to provide elementary protection for 
its decent, law-abiding citizens? 

‘‘We need more and better-trained police 
and less pre-trial release of accused 
persons, We need speeding of the trial 
process, limiting of appeals, prison 
improvements, and better counseling 
services after release. 

“Deterrence is the primary core of any 
response to the reign of terror in American 
cities. If poverty were the principal cause 
of crime, as was the easy explanation 
given for so many years, crite would have 
been almost non-existent in affluent 
Sweden and very high in Spain and 
Portugal. 

“We must not be misled by cliches and 
slogans that if we but abolish poverty, 
crime will also disappear 

“A far greater factor is the deterrent 
effect of swift and certain consequences: 
swift arrest, prompt trial, certain penalty 
and, at some point, finality of judgment.”’ 

. Louis County 
prosecutor, perhaps “hit the nail on the 
head” in pinpointing where criminals have 
gained an undue legal advantage: “The 
way the appeals system presently works, 
the defendant is entitled to a perfect trial, 
whereas the Constitution entitles him to a 
fair trial. The victim is being lost inthe 
shuffle between fairness and perfection for 
defendants.” 

Quad-Cityans staunchly defend the Bill 
of Rights and its guarantees of competent 
legal assistance and protection against 
excessive bail. They feel that those not yet 
found guilty must be presumed innocent. 
After all, any person is vulnerable to 
wrongful accusation if government itself 
can act lawlessly. 

But something is wrong when a big part 
of the nation’s population must alter its 
way of life due to fear of violence—in effect 
held hostage by domestic rather than 
foreign terrorists. 

Individual and family responsibility 
must somehow be bolstered. And ways 
must be found to increase the likelihood of 
swift arrest, prompt trial, certain penalty 
upon conviction, and reasonable finality of 
judgment.

it begins with giving 


To the Editor: 

The new administration is 
already preaching a truly 
radical — at least by 
Washington standards — 
brand of economics. 

Henceforth, policies must 
actually encourage in- 
dividuals to take more risks, 
earn more money, and — 
hearesy of heresies — allow 
them to keep their rewards. 

As if this were not enough, 
a new book called “Wealth 
and Poverty” by George 
Gilder is attracting wide 
attention by arguing that 
such capitalist ideas are not 
only superior to socialism 
from an economic point of 
view, but also from a moral 
and spiritual point of view 

In a word, Gilder believes 
the eseence of capitalism is 
not greed, but altruism. 

By making this argument, 
which he does with such 
convincing force that his 
book is being hailed as 
‘‘monumental,”’ Gilder 
collides head on with the 
consensus of modern history. 

Indeed, from 18th Century 
philosopher Adam Smith, 
who said merchants are 
guided by an invisible hand 
of self-interest, to 19th 
Century writer Karl Marx, 
who complained about the 
exploitation of workers and 
who predicted class warfare, 
to 20th Century President 
John F. Kennedy who once 
remarked:  “‘Businessmen 
are (debted expletives),’’ to 
many modern journalists, 
the followers of the late 
Chairman Mao, and, lest we 
forget, Jane Fonda, few are 
those who have spoken well 
of businessmen. 

Gilder does. His central 
point is that capitalism must 
begin with giving. 

A capitalist gives by 
making an investment and, 
like gift-giving, capitalist 
investments are made 
without a predetermined 
return. 

For the capitalist to 
succeed and eventually 
realize a return, he must be 
sensitive to the needs and 
wants to others. 

Contrast this form of 
behavior, which is essen- 
tially unselfish and always 
involves the risk of failure, 
with the attitude of those who 
are willing to settle for — or 
even worse, demand — a 
guaranteed annual income. 

In Gilder’s eyes, the genius 
of the capitalist system is 
that to survive and grow it 
must constantly. be 
nourished with human in- 
telligence, initiative and 
love. 

It is a system based on the 
belief that the good fortune 
of others is also finally one’s 
own. 

Seen in this light, 
businessmen, far from being 
a group of expletive 
deleteds, are actually the 
heroes of the modern age 
whose impulses of creativity 
and generosity give hope to 
an ever more populous 
humanity in overcoming 
scarcity and conflict 

So why, you must be 


asking, do so many people 
believe capitalists are not 
givers but takers? 

Gilder cites many reasons, 
including envy, ignorance, 
and the corruption of certain 
businessmen. 

But the chief source of 
confusion, he says, lies in our 
mistaken belief that wealth 
consists chiefly not of human 
knowledge, creativity, 
generosity and love, but of a 
limited fund of ‘‘natural 
resources” — oil or gold, for 
example — that are always 
in danger of being exploited 
by capitalists, ultimately to 
the point of exhaustion. 

Thus, we have a logical 
need for experts who will 
manage and ration our 
dwindling treasures and 
teach us to live within our 
limits. 

Nonsense, intones Gilder, 
for history proves that 
neither resources nor 
machines have any value 
without successful en- 
trepreneurs and willing 
workers. 

Iran before its revolution 
was replete with oil and 
factories, but this ‘‘wealth”’ 
apparently mattered little 
because the country lacked 
entrepreneurial indepen- 
decne and leadership. 

All the oil in the Middle 
East remained covered with 
sand and plodded over by 
camels until a capitalist 
genius named Ford created 
the automobile. 

And today, places like 
Hong Kong, Taiwan, Japan 
and West Germany, which 
possess few natural 
resources — and which, in 
the case of the latter two, 
also saw their industrial 
base destroyed by war — 
have nevetheless all thrived 
by liberating enterprise. 

Throughout history, most 
of mankind has lived in 
poverty because it was 
deprived of that form of 
wealth most crucial to 
human progress: the in- 
vestments of brave men with 
hope for the future, trust in 
their fellow men, and faith in 
providence. 

Capitalism, then, is 
essentially an act of the 
spirit and it can be summed 
up, says Gilder, in the 
language of scripture: 

“Give and you will be 
given unto, search and you 
shall find...Cast you bread 
upon the waters and it will 
return to you many fold.” 

He cites the parable of 
talents, in which Jesus 
praises the man who invests 
and multiplies his money, 
and even the parable of the 
rich man who is told to give 
away, rather than hoard, his 
wealth. 

True wealth is based on the 
treasure of ideas and spir 
and a true capitalist is 
always more interested in 
giving than taking. 

The deepest truth of 
capitalism is faith, hope and 
love.

day event — the triathlon 
His day will begin by 
swimming two and one-half 
miles in the ocean, followed 
by biking 110 miles over 
rough, hilly Hawaiian lands, 
and capped off by running a

Only 100 to 125 men have 
finished all three events in 
the three years the triathlon 
has been held. More than 350 
men are supposed to com- 
pete this year. Weeks plans 
to be one of the men who 
finish. 

“it’s not a superhuman 
act. You just do it. It’s what 
you get used to. I haven't 
canned the market on en- 
durance abilities,” stressed 
Weeks. ‘‘It can’t be a 
superhuman fete. I’m a runt 
I'll probably be one of the 
smallest guys there.”” 

Weeks stands only 5'8” 
and weighs a mere 130 poun- 
ds. His slim, wiry 25-year-old 
stature looks incaple of 
passing this grueling test, 
but every inch of his body is 
packed with strong, 
developed, unyielding 
muscles.

In high 
school he was a sitter. He 
joined the U.S. Army and 
continued to sit and grew fat. 
Two months before he was to 
be released from the Army 
in July 1977, he had to run a 
two-mile race. He finished 
last out of 40 people, in- 
cluding the women. 

He then enrolled at 
Eastern Ilinois University 
and felt fatter and older than 
all the other students. He 
started running to lose 
weight and shed 35 pounds. 

In February 1978, he was 
rewarded for his hard work. 
He had to run a race of four 
miles for the Army Reserve. 
This time, however, instead 
of bringing up the rear, he 
led the pack of 80 people. 

Weeks started enjoying his 
daily runs of a couple of 
miles each day. A move to 
Alton to attend SIUE opened 
the door to sell running shoes 
and to view running in a dif- 
ferent light 

“Everytime I sold a pair of 
running shoes, the customer 
would ask me, ‘Have you 
ever run a marathon?’"’ 
said Weeks. He got tired of 
telling them no, so he made 
up his mind to run one 
marathon. Three months 
later, in September 1979, 
Weeks ran_ his first 
marathon and swore he 
would never run another 
But three weeks later, he 
ran himself through that 
grueling test again, and two 
weeks later, he completed 
another 26.2-mile race. 
Weeks was hooked on run- 
ning. 

“I’m not a fast runner — 
just a medium runner, I’m 
too slow to qualify for the 
Boston Marathon,”’ said 
Weeks. “I just enjoy run- 
ning, I plan to run until L 


can’t.” 

The possibility of injury 
always lingers in the back of 
Weeks’ mind. He doesn’t live 
in fear of it, but he knows a 
torn hamstring muscle, a 
sprained ankle, or a twisted 
knee could prevent him from 
crossing the finish line. 

“7 know an injury might 
happen, and I do what I can 
to prevent it what I 
believe is good practice to 
prevent it,”” said Weeks. “If 
my muscles are tired, I'll 
skip a day of training to rest 

“Doing something like this 
is not particularly healthy 
I’m not in the health aspect 
because I know I’m healthy. 
I’m: happy to have my 
health. It’s a heck of a 
challenge just trying for the 
triathlon. You're always at 
the break of an injury when 
you’re at your peak per- 
formance.” 

Weeks doesn’t believe he 
has a weak event. He 
believes his toughest 
psychological goal to 
conquer will be swimming 
two and one-half miles in the 
ocean 

He has never swum in the 
ocean before, but that 
doesn’t bother him. “I'm 
sure it’s just like the YM- 
CA,” laughed Weeks. 

The bright Hawaiian sun 
and the 80-degree tem- 
peratures will be a factor in 
determining his fate, but he 
hopes he can adjust to the 
warmer climate by being in 
Hawaii nine days before the 
competition 

If he can’t adjust, the 
triathlon officials will let 
him know. Throughout the 
competition, he will be 
weighed fve times. If he 
loses six percent of his body 
weight, he will receive war- 
nings. He he loses 10 percent, 
, he is out of the competition. 


If he doesn’t finish the 
triathlon, Weeks has other 
goals to conquer. He plans to 
graduate in December with 
degrees in recreation and 
psychology and pursue a 
career in industrial 
recreation. He knows he’s 
prepared himself to the best 
of his ability for the event, 
and fate will decide his out- 
come 

“I’ve done what I can. I've 
been working my rear off. 
It’s ifetime 
thing. I want to know if I can 
do it. I’m going to give it one 
heck of a try,’’ he said. 

Weeks has heard about the 
triathlon on TV and had read 
about it in books. It sounded 
like the ultimate cliallenge to 
him — both physically and 
psychologically 

Even though it isn’t an in- 
tercollegiate competition, 
SIUE agreed to help him 
conquer this challenge by 
assisting with his expenses 

“I appreciate their (SIUE) 
helping students who have 
different abilities other than 
the normal collegiate ac- 
tivities,”’ said Weeks. “A lot 
of people here have been 
very supportive in my 
training — friends, students, 
and faculty. That is a big 
help 

“My wife has been very 
supportive in helping me 
with this. She thinks I’m 
nuts, though. The neighbors 
wonder if I’m crazy.” 

Weeks isn’t aiming to 
finish first. He doesn’t see 
himself as a competitive per- 
son. He just wants to finish 
with class. ‘The only thing I 
compete at is trying to better 
myself. There’s always 
going to be somebody better 
than me,” Weeks said 

“I do it for the enjoyment 
“This. is my Boston and 
beyond.”

| Testifying before Rep. Price during 
the all-day session were Gen. David C. 
Jones, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and the chiefs of staff of all the 
mnilitary services 


signaled an increased commitment to 
national defense preparedness,” Rep. 
Price said. He was among 
Congressional leaders called to the 
White House in late January to discuss 
national policy with President Ronald 
Reagan and Vice President George 
Bush 


“We are prepared to work with the 
administration to improve our national 
defense capability,” Chairman Price 
continued, citing his own 33 years on the 
Armed Services Committee and his 
service under nine presidents.

fourth of all care. The 
government and the in- 
dividual patient pay for most 
care. 

Third party payment 
private insurance com- 
panies, Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield plans, Medicare, or 
Medicaid — is at the core of 
the ‘controversy over 
skyrocketing costs. 

Under this system doctors, 
patients and hospitals have 
virtually no incentive to cut 
down expenditures. As a 
result, costs continue to rise 
out of control 

Medical technology, which 
has grown tremendously in 
the past decade, has con- 
tributed greatly to advances 
in medical care — and to 
increased costs. 

Technological develop- 
ments have saved millions of

Our health care system is 
characterized by paradoxes: 
it is both personal and im 
personal; it is meeting many 
needs individuall but 
collectively it c too 
much; it provides high 
quality care to many, but 
others are left out or have 
great difficulty in obtaining 
the care that most of us take 
for granted 

Getting sick is a very 
personal experience, but 
more and more it involves 
large organizations, such as 
multi-unit hospital systems, 
university medical centers, 
and physician group prac- 
tices; highly specialized 
health care personnel; 
complex methods of 
financing; and sophisticated 
technology. 

We are experimenting 
with new ways of paying 
health-care providers and 
hospitals to encourage ef- 
ficient use of resources. 

Physicians, for example, 
could be paid a lump sum to 
care for a defined number of 
patients. 

We are also trying new 
forms of organizing care that 
emphasize prevention and 
outpatient treatment rather 
than expensive hospital 
care.

The people hired to be the 
attorney and manager for 
the Madison County Mass 
Transit District won't get 
paid until May 

Not only will those people

Haine Said it is the opinion 
of the state’s attorney's 
office that the county cannot 
loan money to the district to 
pay bills received before the 
tax revenues come in 

The loan idea was 
discussed last week by the 
county board’s finanee 
committee. The district’s 
expenses are expected to be 
minimal, other than the 

lary paid to the manager 
and fees paid to the attorney

(The state had 
threatened to reduce its 
subsidy to 1-32 unless the 
local subsidies were 
provided.) 

Haine was upset that IDOT 
wanted an additional cer- 
tification. He said he thought 
the county complied with the 
law by establishing the 
transit distict by Jan. 1 and 
by the district board voting 
to establish the tax. 

“I hate to be rushed into a 
contract (with Bi-State) 
because a bureaucrat in 
Springfield or Chicago 
dreams up something,” 
Haine said. The transit 
district and Bi-State are still 
discussing a temporary 
agreement to provide for bus 
service. 

Thompson said he wasn’t 
sure how much money was 
being held up. It is not yet a 
serious problem, he said.

Sen. Sam Vadalabene (D 
Edwardsville) and state 
Rep. Sam Wolf (D-Granite 
City) to have the legislature 
consider changes in the law 
governing transit districts.

The prospects of Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville in a period of 
budget reductions, program 
evaluations and com- 
mitment to community and 
regional service were 
detailed to the university 
community Thursday af- 
ternoon by President Earl 
Lazerson. 

SIUE’s chief executive 
officer, in his first address to 
the university as president, 
outlined the tight budgetary 
situation while setting a 
course of action for the 
future. He said his objective 
is| to “enhance. the exem- 
plary record of servce to our 
region already established.” 

President Lazerson 
acknowledged that in- 
stitutional costs at SIUE are 
higher than the average for 
other universities in Illinois. 

He said the university will 
be forced by the General 
Assembly and the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education 
to reduce its base budget by 
a total of $3.7 million in the 
next five years 

He said he believes the 
budget reductions can be 
managed while maintaining 
and even improving the 


quality of educational and: 


other services. 

Steps already taken in this 
direction include increased 
efforts to attract and retain 
students, addressing 
previously unmet 
educational needs, and 
repllocating resources “to 


ensure that resources} are { 


directed to the elements of 
our mission in priority or- 
der.” 
azerson declared, ‘‘We 
cannot do everything that is 
done at very other 
university, But we can do, 
and do well, a variety of 
things essential to those we 
serve; and it is absolutely 
necessary, that adequate 
resources support those 
activities.””

Reviewing areas where he 
feels progress has been 
made in the past ‘year, 
Lazerson pointed to a new 
faculty advisement 
program, budget review 
efforts, salary plan 
recommendations, incre- 
ased space for the music 
program, opening of a 
satellite dental clinic in East 
St. Louis, financial aid policy 
improvements, a more 
liberal tuition policy for 
graduate students living in 
Missouri in the St. Louis 
area, recruitment activities, 
and physical _ facilities 
planning. 

The president announced 
that proposals for new 
policies lowering tuition for 
undergraduates living in the 
St. Louis area of Missouri 
will be submitted to the SIU 
Board. of Trustees for con- 
Sideration this week 

He also expressed op- 
timism that the proposed 
SIUE multi-purpose facility 
can be redesigned to come 
within the available budget 
without sacrificing essential 
programming functions. 

Construction of a new 
educational facility for the 
School of Dental Medicine is 
critical to the future of the 
dental medicine program, 
Lazerson said. ‘It will take a 
concerted effort on the part 
of all those within the 
university community and 
beyond to bring this project 
to a successful close. 

At the East St. Louis 
Center, program develop- 
ment plans are being 
reviewed. It is my view that 
substantial opportunities for 
educational and public 
service work: exist at the 
Center. Such programs will 
need to draw on the full 
strength of our faculty.” 

The president reviewed 
the administrative 
reorganization plan for the 
university, indicating that 
searches for a vice-president 
and provost and three of the 
new directors are in varying 
stages of progress. 

The director of develop- 
ment and public affairs, Dr 
James Buck, has already 
been appointed. 

Emphasizing a concept he 
has repeated often, Lazerson 
said, ‘We need ‘to do much 
more in the way of making 
the uniyersity hospitable to 
all, but particularly to our 
newer student population — 
the handicapped, women and 
minority students.”” 

Turning to public service 
and applied research, he 
urged a common:school and 
university partnership 
program, increased regional 
economic development, and 
a partnership between 
business and industry and 
SIUE relative to applied 
science and technology. He 
sa 


“The business of common ~ 


school education is not solely 
the business of our School of 
Education. We all have a 
vital stake in making 
common school education 
work, and I chn think of no 
more important contribution 
that the university can 
make.

Chairman Sam Vadalabene of the 
Motor Vehicle Laws Commission has 
‘announced that the commission has 
filed House Bill 143, which would 
substantively revise the present Illinois 
Laws, on driving while under the in- 
fluence of intoxicants and, on implied 
consent. 

‘The bill’s sponsors are repsesen- 
tatives McAuliffe-Schraeder, Neff and 
Sam W. Wolf, all members of the Motor 
Vehicle Laws Commission. 

Rep. Wolf of Granite City and State 
Senator Vadalabene of Edwardsville 
are Democrats serving the 56th Illinois 
Legislative District. 

Rep. Wolf, who was appointed to the 
commission on Jan. 1, 1981, said the 
major thrust of this amendatory 
proposal is to attempt to bring the 
Tilinois Vehicle Code into conformity 
with the Uniform Vehicle Code (UVC). 

The UVC is a specimen set of motor 
vehicle !aws, designed and advanced as 
a comprehensive guide or standafd for 
state motor vehicle and traffic |laws. 
‘The President's Committee on Uniform 
"Traffic Laws artd Ordinances serves as 


the custodian of this code. 


Sen. Vadalabene stated the Motor 
Vehicle Laws Commission has just 
submitted a detailed report to the 
General Asembly entitled ‘Marijuana 
and Driving,” indicating a critical need 
to start a deterrent program as soon as 
possible to deter “‘highly anti-social and 
hazardous. misuse of driving 
privileges.” 5 

The only way to identify drugs in the 
body at the present time is through a 
blood analysis, and Illinois’ present law 
requires the individual to submit to @ 
breath test only, Vadalabene said. 

He added that ‘39 jurisdictions, and 
the Uniform Vehicle Code, now include 
blood within the purview of their im- 
plied consent statute.” : 

Rep. Wolf reiterated his belief that, 
“because of the tragic circumstances 
frequently associated with this type of 
an offense, Illinois needs to tighten up 
on the present law. 

“We must attempt to make an impact 
on the deplorable statistic which shows 
that drinking and-or drugs are inyolved 
in 50 percent of our fatal traffic ac- 
cidents.””

The post offices will be closed Feb. 
1®-and there will be no mail delivery 
hat day. 

‘Banks and savings and loan 
associations probably should 
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celebrate Benjamin Franklin's 
birthday, since his likeness is on $100 
bills, but have chosen, instead to link 
with the Federal Reserve Bank in 
celebrating Washington’s Birthday 
Feb, 16. The financial institutions 
will be open’ Thursday 

Granite City offices will be open 
both birthdays as employees years 
ago traded a day off in February for 
the Friday after Thanksgiving, so 
they could have a four-day 
Thanksgiving holiday 

Granite Cily Township, however, 
obviously more patriotic to Illinois’ 
favorite former, president, will be 
closed Thursday for Lincoln's Birth- 
day. There will be no noon meal 
served senior citizens on that day 

Employees of Madison County do 
not need to worry about which day to 
skip.It’s easy. They take both days 
off, as the courthouse will be closed 
Feb. 12 and 16, Incidently, it also will 
be closed on Washington’s 
traditional birthday of Feb. 22, since 
that is a Sunday 

In direct opposition is the Press-

Know your 
health norms 


(American Medical 
Association) 

How do you know when 
you're sick? 

Foolish question. We feel 
bad when we're sick 

But there are degrees of 
illness, all the way from 
minor discomfort to severe 
illness. 

Knowing what some of the 
body’s norms should be will 
help in determining when the 
body is seriously off pattern 

Individual temperatures 
vary. A slight fever in one 
person may not be a fever at 
all in another. Temn- 
peratures and pulse rates 
are different for children and 
adults. 

The average normal 
temperature taken by mouth 
is 98.6 degrees Fahrenheit 
(37 degrees Centigrade) 

Rectal temperature 
usually is one degree higher. 

To find out what is normal 
for ‘you, take your tem- 
perature when you know that 
you are not sick, at the same 
time of day, each day for 
several day: 

If your temperature varies 
slightly from 98.6, write it 
down by your name on the 
family medical chart, and on 
the medical ID card in your 


wallet. 

The average normal! pulse 
rate for an adult at rest is 70 
to 72 beats per minute. 

The American Medical 
Association’s Handbook of 
First Aid and Emergency 
Care points out that in- 
dividual pulse rates vary, 
and can be either higher or 
lower than average 

To find your normal pulse, 
place the fingertips of your 
second and index fingers of 
one hand at your wrist just 
below the thumb on the palm 
side of your other hand 

Count the pulsations for 60 
seconds. This is your pulse 
rate 

Be sure to do this when you 
are restful and. quiet 

Pulse rates in children 
vary according to age. The 
average for a newborn infant 
is about 120 beats per 
minute 

A child's pulse rate can be 
anywhere from 60 to 90 beats 
per minute. The older child 
has a rate of 80. 

Fever, nausea and 
headaches may, or may not, 
indicate something serious 

If any of these symptoms 
persists for several days, 
medical attention should be 
sought

Student contributes to 
state history magazine

An article written by 
Larry Holder Jr., a student 
at Granite City High School 
South, appears in the 
February issue of Illinois 
History, a magazine for 
young people published 
monthly by the Illinois State 
Histori Library, in 
cooperation with the Illinois 
State Historical Society. 

The February edition is 
devoted to Abraham Lincoln 
and contains a collection of 
stories dealing with different 
aspects of Lincoln’s life from 
his days as a state legislator 
through his presidency. 

The local student’s article, 
titled ‘*‘Internal 
Improvements for Hlinois,” 
concentrates on the Internal 
Improvements Act of 1837, 
which resulted from the need 
for better “transportation 
within the state. 

Holder writes, in part— 
“Representative Abraham 
Lincoln, a Whig member of 
the Illinois Tenth General 
Assembly, was a strong 
proponent of the Internal 
Improvements Act of 1837. 

“‘When pioneer farmers 
came to Illinois, they soon 
could produce more food 
than they needed. Efficient 
transportation was needed to 
move produce to market, 
where it could be traded for 
goods which the farmer 
needed but could not grow 

“The cost of goods was 
directly related to the cost of 
transportation which was 
usually high. A_ better 
transportation system was 
an economic necessity. 

“Some historians believe 
that Lincoln had additional 
ideas about the use of the 
Internal Improvements Act. 
It is thought that in 1836 
Lincoln and the other Whigs 
from Sangamon County were 
involved in a scheme 
whereby they would help 
certain cities by routing 
railroads to them. In ex- 
change, the particular city 
would support Lincoln's bid 
to move the state capital 
from Vandalia to 
Springfield. 


‘Lincoln has been been 
accused of giving Alton three 
railroads as compensati 
for not haying the capital 
located there. Recent 
historians challenge these 
accusations. Since there is 
no concrete proof, the 
charges cannot be accepted 
as fact,’ Holder writes. 

He goes on to explain the 
act held out the hope of 
economic prosperity, but 
within three years had 
ruined the credit of the state 
and was the source of much 
controversy. 

“The act provided that the 
improvements be financed 
by money borrowed from the 
State Bank of Illinois and 
other sources. The total cost 
of constructing the tran- 
sportation projects, which 
included 1,341 miles of 
railroad track, was 
estimated to be nearly $10 
million. 

“The financial prospects 
of the Internal 
Improvements Act were 
threatened by the Panic of 
1837. This panic ruined many 
banks, including those in 
Illinois. 

“The State Bank of Illinois 
was forced to suspend specie 
payment, for it could not 
redeem its notes with gold 
and silver coin. Iinois law 
stated that if the State Bank 
suspended specie payments 
for more than 60 days it must 
go out of business.” 

Holder writes—‘‘The 
legislature, attempting to 
save the internal im- 
provements system and the 
State Bank, delayed en- 
forcement of that provision 
of the law until 1840. 

“Abraham Lincoln at- 
tended the special legilative 
session in Springfield in 1840. 
When this session adjourned, 
the law requiring the State 
Bank, to forfeit its charter 
would be enforced, and the 
bank would close. 

“Lincoln, Whig leader of 
the house of representatives, 
tried his best to prevent 
adjournment of the session. 
Forfeiture of the State 
Bank’s charter, he believed, 
mear# an end to the plan for 


improvements in Illinois.|

Pro, con of Medicare 
supplemental insurance

The two “senior action 
centers operated through the 
Office of Lieutenant 
Goyernor have received a 
number’ of inquiries about 
“‘Medicare supplement 
insurance policies,” also 
known as “Medi-Gap”’ in- 
Surance. This article an- 
swers some of those 
questions 

Q. What is a Medicare 
supplement insurance 
policy? 

A. It is an optional in- 
surance policy, sold only by 
private insurance com- 
panies, designed to pay some 
of the expenses not covered 
by the Medicare program 

Q.. I thought Medicare 
supplement policies were 
government sponsored. Isn’t 
that true? 

A. No. These policies. 
aren’t sold or serviced by the 
State of Illinois or the federal 
government, Agents who 
claim to be from a govern- 
mental agency should be 
reported to the State 
Department of Insurance. 

Q. I am 64 and will retire 
soon. How can I tell if I will 
need an insurance policy to 
supplement my Medicare? 

A. If you are covered by a 
group insurance plan, find 
out before you retire if this 
coverage can be continued or 


converted to Medicare 
suplement insurance 

Group. insurance _ is 
sometimes less _ expensive 
and often provides more 
coverage than insuranct q 
purchased by an individual 

If you have Medicare but 
no other insurance, you have 
two choices. You can rely on 
Medicare for some costs and 
pay uncovered costs your- 
self, or you can purchase a 
Medicare supplement policy 
to pay some of the hospital 
and medical costs not 
covered by Medicare 

You have to decide for 
yourself which route to go, 
based on the state of your 
health and your ability to 
pay the premiums 

Q. Will a supplemental 
policy cover all expenses not 
picked up by my Medicare? 

A. No. Just as Medicare 
does not pay for all medical 
expenses, so too do sup- 
plemental policies exclude 
some expenses. 

According to the late 
Department of Insurance, 
some items often excluded 
from Medicare supplement 
policies are: private duty 
nursing, routine checkups, 
eyeglasses, hearing aids, 
dental work, cosmetic 
surgery, custodial care in 
nursing homes,. psychiatric 
care and self-administered 
drugs.

Gardening chores— GC unemploymen 


even In February

Area Garden Adviser 

Gardening activities in 
February are directed more 
toward planning and 
preparation than to 
physically making a garden. 

It is a good month to an- 
ticipate this spring and all its 
gardening activity. Some of 
the fruit and vegetable 
garden items that can be 
done now are 

— Study seed and nursery 
catalogs. These publications 
are fine for dreaming and 
planning, and many are 
sources of specialty varieties 
not available in loeal stores. 

— Collect soil samples for 
testing if your garden soil 
needs testing. Soil fertility 
changes slowly, so that 
testing every four or five 
years is adequate to check 
the levels of phosphorus, 
potassium and the pH. 

Inspect fruit plants for 
injury from rabbits and 
mice. Any feeding injury 
must Be noted and steps 
taken to either protect the 
remainder of the plant or 
eliminate the pest 

— Attend garden schools 

or meetings. Many county 
extension programs feature 
educational meetings on all 
horticultural crops, These 
offices also have 
publications on varieties and 
pest control. 
Plan the garden for 
proper layout and scheduling 
af plantings and rotations. 
Many of the garden books 
have suggestions for plan 
ting order, row spacings, 
successive crops, and 
cultural systems that can be 
followed. 

Bring chive plants in- 
doors for forcing. Chive 
plants left outdoors last fall 
can be potted as soon as the 


soil thaws and brought in- 
doors for early use. 

— Read about pruning of 
fruit plants before going to 
work. February and March 
are good months to prune 
most of the bush and tree 
fruits. Understanding plant 
growth and fruiting habits 

makes the pruning job 

easier. 
Make ready the 
greenhouse, hotbed, cold 
frame and other propagating 
structures. 

Sharpen the garden 
tools. If this job wasn’t done 
last fall during the clean-up 
phase, do it now to avoid lost 
time. when spring arrives. 

— Locate or purchase the 
equipment, fertilizers and 
pesticides that will be 
needed to maintain the 
garden this year. 

— Collect scion wood for 
grafting of nut and fruit trees 
in April and May. Make 
cuttings of last year’s 
growth, wrap in plastic, and 
store in the refrigerator until 
needed. 

— Build or repair trellises 
for cane fruits and grapes 
These structures should aid 
in improvement of the crop 
and should be maintained in 
good condition 

Sow broccoli, cabbage, 
cauliflower and Brussel 
sprout seed indoors for early 
plants. It requires five to 
seven weeks for these 
seedlings to develop into 
suitable transplan so 
count back from your nor- 
mal time of planting to 
determine the best date for 
you 


Begin spading the 
garden when soil conditions 
permit. This may permit 
early gardening and it 
breaks in the nuscles for 
upcoming months

Unemployment in Granite 
City remained higher than 
the county average during 
December, according to 
preliminary unemployment 
figures released Tuesday by 
Bob Worden of the Research 
and Analysis Section of the 
Illinois Job Service 

Preliminary December 
figures show that ‘13.4 per- 
cent of the Granite City 
work force was unemployed 
in December, up one-tenth of 
a percent from the 13.3 
percent final unemployment 
rate in November. 

A total of 2,409 eligible 
workers were without jobs in 
Granite City during 
December, while 22,062 were 
working, Worden explained. 

Unemployment in Madison 
County rose by six-tenths of 
one percent during 
December, from 10 in the 
final November figures to 
10.6 percent in the 


preliminary December 
figures. 

County-wide, 97,516 per- 
sons were employed, while 
11,529 were without jobs, 
according to the preliminary 
December figures. 

Granite City’s unem- 
ployment percentage led 
even East St. Louis, which 
showed an 11.8 percent 
unemployment rate in 
December, Belleville, with 
12.5 percent unemployed, 
and Alton, with 12 percent 
seeking work. 

St. Clair County had only a 
9.1 percent unemployment 
rate in the December 
preliminary figures, but that 
is higher than the 8.7 percent 
unemployment in that 
county in the final November 
figures, Worden said. A total 
of 11,106 St. Clair County 
adults were without jobs, 
while 111,044 were working, 
the figures show

Less inflation, lower taxes are top goals of Senat 


By SENATOR 
CHARLES H. PERCY 

This is my annual report to 
Illindisans. During the last 
Congress, 1979-80, I made 55 
trips to Illinois for a total of 
1133 days. The 99 com- 
munities visited included 
Granite City. 

The 97th Congress opened 
in January 1981 on a note of 
high expectation with a long 
agenda of challenging and 
pressing business. 

Many items remain as 

ieces of unfinished business 
from the last Congress; 
other items appear as new 
entries for fresh con- 
sideration. 

Regardless, the entire 
agenda will be tackled with a 
Strong resolve mandated by 
the election of a Président 
with a huge plurality who 
fecéived 90.8 percent of the 
electoral college vote. 

This year for the first time 
I attended both the 
presidential electors 
meeting in the state capital 
in Springfield, when Jllinois’ 
unanimous vote of 26 elec- 
tors was cast for Ronald 
Reagan, and also the an- 
nouncement of the Electoral 

| College vote in the House of 
Representatives, 

The economy tops the list 
of challenges on the 
Congressional agenda. 

Double digit inflation and 
interest rates, along with an 

| unacceptable level of 
unemployment, make it 
imperative that we devote 
our energies to economic 
legislation. 

| = This legislation should 
include a tax cut for both 
individuals and.business. 

Such tax relief, which I 
have long advocated, is 
overdue. It is an important 
element in our effort to 
restore the nation's 
economic health. 

‘This package must include 
a cut in the capital gains tax 
from 28 percent to 20 per. 
cent, which would actually 
increase Treasury revenues, 
and something approaching 
10-5-3. amortization and 
depreciation allowances for 
business to stimulate capital 
productivity-increasing 
investment 

Equally important is the 
need to limit federal spen: 

fg and work toward a 
balanced federal budget 
Efforts to reach these goals 
failed in the last Congress 

The Budget Committee 
should give serious con- 
sideration to the estimated 
$6.3 bilion in budget expense 
reduction I favored and sent 
to it nine months ago. We 
simply must do a better job 
in this Congressional 
session, 

‘The need to reduce the size 
and scope of government 
dictates a close scrutiny of 
federal regulation. Much of 
it is unnecessary and bur. 
densome; some of it is im- 
portant and helpful. ’ 

Nearly all of it is costly, 
making it mandatory that 
Congress assures the 
usefulness of federal 
regulation. 

The Senate pased my 
regulatory reform proposal 
in 1978 but the House failed to 
act, despite support by the 
Business Roundtable, 
National Association of 
Manufacturers, U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Common Cause. We will try 
again in the new Congress. 

The economic challenges 
we face also require that we 
search for oppor 
cut waste in gov ent. 

In a time of record taxes 
and deficits, we must double 
our efforts to end the sen- 
séless waste caused by bad 
management of government 
programs. 

In foreign policy we will 
seek to achieve a new 
credibility based on a 
healthy economy and a 
strong national defense. 

‘This credibility will be 
reflected in a new attitude of 
respect for America by our 
allies and our adversaries 

Our work on behalf of the 
individuals and communities 
of Illinois will continue to be 
of the greatest importance in 
our Washington, Chicago 
and Springfield offices 
Every member of the Percy 
staff puts high priority on 
this important aspect of our 
Senate work. 

This report looks ahead to 
the new challenges of the 
97th Congress. It also 
reviews the work of the 96th 
Congress. G

In accord with my pledge 
to the Illinois Municipal 
League last September, 
federal revenue sharing has 
been extended for three 
years, assuring continuation 
of this successful program 
that I have backed 
throughout my 14 years in 
the Senate. 

Revenue sharing is a most

distributes $4.6 billion an- 
nually nationwide ata cost of 
oné-tenth of one percent of 
the entire cost of ‘the 
program to administer 

There will be a one-year 
interruption in revenue 
sharing for state govern- 
ments, but the program will 
steadily continue to return 
tax dollars to local govern- 
ments without interruption 

Public hearings were held 
in January in Illinois on the 
proposal to establish the first 
national park in our state 
along the Illinois-Michigan 
Canal and Des Plaines River 
Valley corridor. 

The Interior Department 

has been directed to study 
the 100-mile long corridor 
between Lake Michigan and 
LaSalle as a_ possible 
national park to preserve the 
natural and cultural value of 
the are. 
l introduced John Block, the 
director of agriculture in 
Illinois, to eight members of 
the Senate Agriculture 
Committee to ask for their 
support 

Subsequently, with the 
support of Senator Bob Dole, 
Block was named to the post 
of U.S. secretary of 
agriculture. 

Block, who served as 
director of agriculture in 
Illinois for three years, is the 
owner of a 3,200-acre farm 
near Galesburg 

After. considering studies 
by the federal government 
and a blue-ribbon panel of 
local experts, I concluded in 
December that a 
moratorium should be 
placed on all new con; 
struction on the con 
troversial Chicago Tunnel 
and Reservoir Plan (TARP) 
until the sections now undér 
construction are completred 
and tested, to be certain they 
m as designed 

The project, designed to 
apture sewage and abate 
water pollution in the 
Chicago River system, 
would cost $11 billion if 
completed 

The citizens’ task force 
which I appointed in April 
1978 and the federal General 
Accounting Office concluded 
that alternative technology 
for flood and [pollution 
control could jhave a 
significant impact, at much 
less cost, and many years 
sooner, than the TARP 
approach. 

Developmment of alcohol 
fuels; one of our top energy 
priorities in Illinois, 
promises to grow at a rapid 
pace in 1981 

Tax incentives for alcohol 
fuel production, which IT 
proposed and eventually 
became law, ,have been a 
prime factor in this 
development 

Also, I have urged more 
efficient action by the 
Farmers Home 
Administration .to distribute 
federal funds to encourage 
alcohol fuel production on & 
small scale 

Another effort to expand 
use of alcohol fuel was 
successful last year when the 
Post Office established test 
fleets of alcohol-powered 
cars in Springfield and 
Denver. 

Fourteen Illinois com- 
munities received grants 
from the federal government 
las tyear for urban 
development 

These grants, which 
totalled $62.7. million, are 
awarded on a competitive 
basis throughout the U.S 
through the Urban 
Development Action Grant 
program in the Department 
of Housing 

The grants were matched 
with $390 million in private 
investment, a cooperative 
effort that produced 7,472 
jobs and new business ac- 
tivity in cities and towns. 
Our Senate offices in 
Chicago and Springfield 
work closely with Illinois 
communities as they apply 
for these grants

The’ interests of Illinois 
will be a major part 0f my 
responsibility as the new 


chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Illinois holds a unique 
position as a state linked 
closely to the nation’s 
foreign policy. As a result, 
this committee  chair- 
manship , provides a 
responsibility and  op- 
portunity to pursue the in- 
terests of Illinois in our 
country’s relationship with 
other nations 

One opportunity for benefit 
to Illinois that can result 
from this new committee 
post is based on Illinois’ 
rarking as the number one 
agricultural exporting state 
in the nation. 

One out of every three 
acres of land planted in 
Illinois produces crops for 
export This huge 
agricultural market will 
continue to grow. 

Pursuit of opportunities 
for expansion of this 
worldwide market will be 
high on my list of goals for 
work in the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Illinois also ranks as the 
number two state in the 
nation in export of 
manufactured goods. 

This export activity ac- 
counts for one out of every 
eight jobs in Illinois, and has 


a potential for growth that is 
just as promising as the 
State’s agricultural export 
market. 

The agenda for action in 
the Foreign Relations 
Committee will include a 
wide range of issues that 
concern all Americans, 
particularly Illinoisans so 
dependent on raw materials 
and markets from abroad. 
Some of the most important 
issues of the 1980s, including 
the effort to limit strategic 
nuclear weapons, will be 
thoroughly discussed and 
debated. 

Major topics in the 
Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee this year will be the 
state of relations between 
the U.S. and Soviet Union, 
U.S. relations with our 
neighbors in Mexico and 
Canada, the search for a 
lasting peace in the Middle 
East that will assure the 
security of Isrdel, and the 
pursuit of cooperation 
between the U.S. and the 
People’s Republic of China 
along with mutually 
beneficial contacts with the 
people of Taiwan 

Chairing the committee 
will be an exciting new 
challenge. I look forward to 
this new role as a major 


Percy-Dixon bill would 


restrict grain 


Senator Charles H. Percy

The Agricultural Export 
Protection Act of 1981 would 
prohibit the embargo of farm 
exports to a particular 
country unless such an 
embargo was’ part of an 
across-the-board jrade ban 
or had received prior ap- 
proval by both houses of 
Congres 

3 er again would the 
farmers of America be 
singled out by the order of a 
president alone to bear an 
unfair share of the national 
burden made necessary by 
foreign policy or national 
security concerns,’ Percy 
said 

“There has been con 
siderable controversy over 
whether embargoes succeed 
in the short-term. Dixon 
commented. ‘‘Over the 
longer term, 1 think the 
answer is clearer 
Embargoes are generally 
poor public policy.”

Jimmy Carter in 
January 1980, The embargo, 
which was taken for both
